LONG TITLE
General Description:
This bill modifies provisions related to the capitol preservation board's duties, boards,
and subcommittees.
Highlighted Provisions:
This bill:

modifies definitions;

v

modifies the membership of the capitol preservation board;

» provides the board with stewardship over the capitol and the capitol hill complex,
facilities, and grounds, with certain exceptions;

» provides that the board may choose to consult with various government entities in
performing its duties;

» requires that designees of ex officio members of the budget subcommittee must be
from the same office as the designating member;

» provides that the board may appoint certain members, including an architect or
engineer, to any preservation and maintenance subcommittee that may be
established;

» modifies the duties of the executive director to permit the director to:

* develop an operations, maintenance, and janitorial program for the capitol hill

complex;
e develop and manage public outreach programs, events, and public relation

services; and
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* manage and organize transit and parking on the capitol hill complex, except for
the legislative area, where the executive director shall act under the direction of
the Legislative Management Committee;
» permits gift shop profits to be deposited into the State Capitol Fund; and
» makes technical changes.

Section 1. Section 63C-9-102 is amended to read:
63C-9-102. Definitions.
(1) "Board" means the State Capitol Preservation Board created by Section 63C-9-201.
(2) "Capitol hill complex" means the grounds, monuments, parking areas, buildings,

including the capitol, and other man-made and natural objects within the area bounded by 300

North Street, Columbus Street, 500 North Street, and East Capitol Boulevard, and includes:
(a) the White Community Memorial Chapel and its grounds and parking areas, and the

Council Hall Travel Information Center building and its grounds and parking areas;
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(b) the Daughters of the Utah Pioneers building and its grounds and parking areas and
other state-owned property included within the area bounded by Columbus Street, North Main
Street, and Apricot Avenue;

(c) the state-owned property included within the area bounded by Columbus Street,
Wall Street, and 400 North Street; and

(d) the state-owned property included within the area bounded by Columbus Street,
West Capitol Street, and 500 North Street.

(3) "Capitol hill facilities" means all of the buildings on the capitol hill[;] complex,

including the capitol, and the exterior steps, entrances, streets, parking areas, and other paved

areas of capitol hill.

(4) "Capitol hill grounds" means the unpaved areas of the capitol hill complex.

(5) "Executive director" means the executive director appointed by the board under
Section 63C-9-401.

Section 2. Section 63C-9-201 is amended to read:

63C-9-201. State Capitol Preservation Board -- Creation -- Membership.

(1) There is created the State Capitol Preservation Board.

(2) The board shall consist of the following [+5] 11 members:

(a) the governor, or the lieutenant governor acting as the governor's designee;

[te)] (b) the president of the Senate or the president's designee, who shall be a member

of the Senate;
[td] (c) the speaker of the House of Representatives or the speaker's designee, who
shall be a member of the House of Representatives;

(e) the state attorney general;

(f) two members of the Senate appointed by the president of the Senate, one from the

majority party and one from the minority party;

95 63C-9-202. Terms -- Vacancies -- Chair -- Vice chair -- Meetings --

96 Compensation.

97 (1) (a) The governor, [heutenantgovernor;] president of the Senate, [and] speaker of

98 the House, chief justice, state treasurer, state attorney general, and state historic preservation

99  officer shall serve terms coterminous with their [termras—governor; trentenant governor;
100  prestdent;-and-speaker]| office.

101 (b) The other members shall serve two-year terms.

102 (2) Vacancies in the appointed positions shall be filled by the original appointing

195  of that chapter.

(F) Arts Council.

(b) The board's provision of wireless Internet service under Subsection (5)(a)(vii) shall
be discontinued in the legislative area if the president of the Senate and the speaker of the
House of Representatives each submit a signed letter to the board indicating that the service is
disruptive to the legislative process and is to be discontinued.

(6) (a) The board, and the employees of the board, may not move the office of the
governor, lieutenant governor, president of the Senate, speaker of the House of
Representatives, or a member of the Legislature from the State Capitol Building unless the
removal is approved by:

(i) the governor, in the case of the governor's office;

(i1) the lieutenant governor, in the case of the lieutenant governor's office;

(ii1) the president of the Senate, in the case of the president's office or the office of a
member of the Senate; or

(iv) the speaker of the House of Representatives, in the case of the speaker's office or
the office of a member of the House.

(b) The board and the employees of the board have no control over the furniture,
furnishings, and decorative objects in the offices of the governor, lieutenant governor, or the
members of the Legislature except as necessary to inventory or conserve items of historical

significance owned by the state.

255  documents produced by or in the custody of a state agency, official, or employee having an
256  office in a building on the capitol hill complex.

332 (1) There is created a restricted special revenue fund entitled the "State Capitol Fund."
333 (2) The fund consists of monies generated from the following revenue sources:

334 (a) any donations, deposits, contributions, gifts, money, and items of value received

335  from private persons, foundations, or organizations;

336 (b) gift shop profits;

337 [tb)] (c) appropriations made to the fund by the Legislature; and

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[te)] (d) monies received by the board from the federal government.

(3) (a) The fund shall earn interest.

(b) All interest earned on fund monies shall be deposited into the fund.

(4) The board may use fund monies to:

(a) acquire historical and other items to furnish the capitol hill facilities;

(b) pay for the repair and maintenance of the capitol hill facilities and capitol hill
grounds;

(c) pay for the rehabilitation of the capitol hill facilities and capitol hill grounds; and

(d) fund all costs incurred in complying with this chapter.
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
